and Disgrace In Defense of

HIRTEEN years ago Alfred 


Dreyfns had uot been heard of. 
Twelve years ago ho was tho 
best known, tbe most bated, 


man In Prance. For elevcu years Ibo 
world talked of bim ns tbo martyr of 
tbe century. Today be Is a hero. Re- 
stored to boiior and rank In tbe army 
of France, he, though a Jew, ha; fol- 
lowed the Injunction of Christ. "I for- 
give my enemies," be Buys. "I want 
uo revenge, uo Indemnity, only my 
honor." Not only to Dreyfus, but to 
France, hag honor been restored. To 
this happy outcome no one contributed 
more than Georges Picquart, who, 
forced from the army because be would 
not Join the "syndicate of treason," 
returns to It a brigadier general. 


One day In 1891 a scrubwoman In 


tlie German embassy in Paris picked 
up a scrap of paper. She read enough 
of it to know that some one la the 
French army was communicating with 
"the enemy" She took tbe paper to 
the Preiuh war olllce. Du Paty do 
Clam was put on the cnse. lie de- 
tected a resemblance between the writ- 
ing on this paper and that of Captain 
Dreyfus, the only Jew In the general 
staff. l)u Pat}1 de Clam disliked Jews. 
He reported to General Mercier, min- 
ister of \uir, who was looking for a 
chance to make a "grand stand play," 
that Dreisfiif was Ihe traitor.

THE SUNDIAL. 


It Shonlil lit M«rkril For 111* Lati- 


tude In Whlcll It Stand). 


In an old shop In lower New Yotk a 


man keeps up bis trade of dial making. 
The dials, square, octagonal or circu- 
lar, are hand chased. They do not re- 
ceive a hlKh polish, and any acciden- 
tal effect of weather stalu or other 
"tone of time" Is carefully preserved 
If not skillfully added. These dials, 
fitted with Ihe gnomon, or stylos, mo 
then artfully slipped into tbo show 
windows of uptown curiosity shops 
unions a selected debris of Sheffield 
i'lute, prism candlesticks, Inlaid tea 
caddies and old bhie plates. 


A visitor lo one of these shops asked 


"How old Is that brass dial over there? 
It's all hand work, isn't it?" 


"it's all hand work," said the proprie- 


tor, whom we will call Truthful James, 
"i can testify to that, for I know the 
man whoso hands made II. It's about 
a month old, If you want to know 
You're like lots of other people-you 
want an old Scotch or English dial 
Don't you know It would be useless, If 
you found It, for practical purposes? 
Excuse me, but haven't you ever stud' 
led geography and heard of latitude? 
A dial ought to be marked out sclen 
tlllcally foi the exact latitude In which 
It Is to be set up. So unless you strike 
the same parallel In the states that the 
dial left In England It will tell lies 
fi om morning till night. You'd be »ur- 
pilsed how many people pick up a dial 
•hat strikes their fancy which perhaps 
stood in Ihe garden of an old Virginia 
estate, Intending to hurry It off to the 
big grounds of some place In Minneso- 
ta; or they'll snatch at some quaint 
dial from New England, w itb the Idea 
of rigging It up In Texas. 


"More people would make the same 


blunder, except that many hawen't 
caught on to dials. Too bad. Nothing 
Is prettier than a simple dial at the 
ciossways of garden paths, or by a 
fountain 01 on a terrace or at tbo en- 
trance of a pcrgolu or near a rustic 
seat or arbor You don't have to hhe 
a head gardenei and two assistants tu 
keep a sundial. Marble platform!) and 
pedestals arc' very grand, but unless 
you're running a big Italian garden 
with clipped hedges and yews and 
statues something simple Is what you 
want. The dial will keep Just as good 
time, once It's engraved right, If it's 
mounted on a tree stump, with Ivy 
planted round It, or on a bowlder, or on 
the coping of an old disused well, or on 
a column of cobbles mortared together, 
or on top of the old bitching post that 
the family doesu't use In these auto 
mobile days, but doesn't want to loot 
up and throw away 


"You'd be BUI prised at tbe ingenuity 


of some people," said Truthful James, 
who himself seemed of Ingenious bent 
"I mean people who hnvcu't much 
money to spend and are fond of their 
own old stuff for association's sake. 
They're the ones who get effects with 
a piece of junk, a lump of sentiment 
oud a pocket of small change that can't 
be bought with a blank check 
I've 


known people who used an old mill 
stone to set the dial on, or who laid a 
slab over an old stone garden urn, or 
who saved the capitals iroui plllais on 
a house being torn down, or who even 
rigged up a standard from the bricks 
of a chimney on an old homestead that 
had meant a lot to them. One family 
made a sort of cairn out of a geology 
collection some ancestor had formed. 
Another took a flag pole for the gnomon 
and laid out n dial wltb pebbles In the 
grass around the pole. 


"No, It doesn't lequlrc any skill to set 


up the dial. Get the noon mark for tbo 
gnomon on several days, nick it ou the 
slab and then set tlie dial in a bed of 
cement.
